P a , Nov. 5.—The entire 
Bchuylkill county is snowbound, and 
ut Delano, one of the highest points in 
the county, snow 
was considerably 
more than a foot deep and had drifted 
in places to three feet. 
Trolley service was maintained with 
difficulty, and the Pennsylvania rad 
road was obliged to use the tracks of 
the Philadelphia & Heading Railway 
company because of the heavy diltts 
which formed on its tracks over the 
mountain. . 
Wires of all kinds were torn dowifc 
by the weight of the wet snow. trees 
were 
borne 
almost to the ground, 
while business of all kinds was practi­ 
cally at a standstill. It having caught 
the region eutirely unawares.

Maniac Aimed at Mr. Ctay’a Face, But 


Cartridges Were Blank Ones and 


Director Escaped Injury. 


Philadelphia. Nov. 5.—T hree shots 
from a revolver w ere fired at Henry 
Clay, director of public safety, in bis 
office at the city hall. 
The man who fired tho shots and 
who gave his nam e as H arry Claik 
and his a 
t o s h as 1063 North Fiont 
street, was taken to the P hiladelphia 
hospital. 
’ T he attack upon Director Clay was 
at first thought to have been an a t­ 
tem pted assassination, but upon Inves­ 
tigation It was found th a t C laik used 
blank cartridges, and th at his inten­ 
tion w as merely to frighten the direc 
tor and to create some excitem ent, in 
which respect his visit was a decided 
success. 
From his own statem ent*, m ade af­ 
ter his arrest, Clark is believed to be 
dem ented upon the subject of political 
reform. W hen overpowered by clerks 
in the office he shouted: 
“T h e laws are not being enforced 
in this city aud no man can be fairly 
elected governor under these condi­ 
tions. 
The sam e power th a t sent mc 
here today with blank cartridges may 
send an o th er man tomorrow with real 
bullets.” 
Clark, who is fifty five years oM en 
tered the aute-room to Director Clay's 
office on the second floor of the city 
hall. 
He said that he w anted to see 
the director, aud on being told th a. 
official was in conference with Mayor 
Heyburn, replied that he would wait. 
Director 
Clay 
returned 
and 
was 
passing through the waiting room to 
go to his Inner office, when Clark step­ 
ped up to him. T he director turned to 
inquire his caller’s business, where 
upon Clark drew a revolver from his 


I locket 
and. 
leveling it at Director 
Clay, pulled the trigger th ree tunes in 
rapid succession. 
Before the sound of the last report 
had died away the four attaches of 
the office who were in at the time 
we c on their feet. They were C h a rk s 
W harton. A. F. Kane, David Ireland 
and D. W. Riley, and with one accord 
they threw them selves 
upon Clark 
who m ade no resistance and subm itted 
to arrest as a m atter of course. 
He then m ade his eccentric explana­ 
tion of his conduct, and calm ed any 
fears that the 
director 
might have 
been injured by assuring his captors 
th a t he had only blank cartridges in 
the revolver. 


Director’* Coat Scorched. 


To m ake certain on this point an In­ 
vestigation of the room was made an I 
no bullet nim ks were found in the 
walls, woodwork or furniture. F u rth er­ 
more, the sleeve of 
Director Clay's 
(oat was scorched w here Clark had 
held the pistol, but there was no bul­ 
let hole. 
Clark was exam ined by Dr. Owens, 
the police surgeon at city hall, who 
pronounced the man a maniac and had 
him sent to the Philadelphia hospital 
for fu rth e r observation and exam ina­ 
tion. 
In C lark ’t pocket* 
w ere found a 
num ber of newspaper*. 
On one of 
them was written In red ink: 
"God ordered me to do this that the 
com m onw ealth might be informed of 
the erro r contained in the act of 1891.” 
This a rt refers to elec tions and ap­ 
parently Clark was obsessed with the 
idea th a t the approaching election wa* 
not to be conducted in a proper man 
tier. 
It was said at Director C lay’s office 
that Clark and the director have bien 
acquainted for a num ber of years. It 
was said that at one tim e Mr. C ay ob­ 
tained a situation as te ach er for the 
sister of Clark. 
For a few minute* the greatest ex 
cltem ent prevailed In tb e * c ity hall. 
Word was flashed to every corner of 
the big building that an a ttem p t had 
been m ade to assassinate the director 
of public safety, and men cam e run 
Ding from all directions. T h e e l e v a to r 
were 
crowded 
with 
those 
hurrying 
down from the upper floors, and thoae 
who could not crowd aboard the ole 
vators ran down the stairs. 
Director Clay was naturally much 
startled at the first onslaught of Clark, 
hut 
quickly recovered 
himself aud 
seized hi* assailant even before the 
m her men in th# office reached his 
side. 
W hen Director Clay seized the man 
who shot him. Clark said to him: 
“This is what you get for not stop 
ping th at election.” tiubsequently it de­ 
veloped that Clark had refer* ne e* to 
the election for 
governor, claiming 
that under the act of 1901, no one 
could be elected governor. Still later. 
in talking to Mr. Clay, Clark said: 
“I am glad that revolver was not 
loaded, but it is a w arning of what 
you will get if you don't act differ­ 
ently.”
